I. Claim 1 , drawn to a method, classified in class 361 , subclass 502 for example. 

II. Claims 2-5, drawn to a different method, classified in class 264, subclass 430. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are 
not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In 
the Instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as a sensor or probe. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). They appear to contemplate different conditions or energy sources. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art In view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated Is proper. 

Claims 1 and 2 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: The 
materials listed in the specification. The species are independent or distinct because they have 
different chemical properties and classification. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to 
elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant Is advised 
that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected 
consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or othenA/ise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 
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Applicant is required to elect a Group above and also a material which is being 
treated (ie, carbon nanotube or iron carbide or titanium carbide, etc.). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
